2. RWANDA: 10 - CURRENT SITUATION 



PLEASE PROVIDE AN UPDATE ON FIGHTING AND UN 
PEACEMAKING EFFORTS IN RWRHDA. 

A. UN SOURCES REPORT THAT FIGHTING HAS INTENSIFIED IN AND 
AROUND KIGALI AS THE RPF MAINTAINS ITS OFFENSIVE 
MOVEMENTS, HEAVY FIGHTING IS ALSO REPORTED NEAR RUHENGERl 
AND ALONG THE TANZANIAN BORDER. SHELLING NEAR THE A RPORT 
HAS FORCED THE STOPPING OF ALL BUT A FEW UN FLIGHTS INTO 
KIGALI . A UNAMIR SOLDIER FROM GHASA WAS KILLED YESTERDAY 
BY MORTAR FIRE. 

THE UNAMIR FORCE COMMANDER CONTINUES TO MEET WITH LEADERS 
OF THE MILITARY AND THE RPF IN AN ATTEMPT TO NEGOTIATE A

Q. WOULD YOU PROVIDE AN tJPDATE ON THE RWANDAN REFUGEE 
CRISIS? 
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A. THE RELIEF EFFORT TO TAKE CAFE OF MORE THAN 300,000 
RWANDAN REFUGEES WHO HAVE FLED INTO NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES 
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CONTINUES. 

250,000 ARE IN TANZANIA, WHILE 60,000 OTHERS HAVE FLED TO

THE UNITED NATIONS HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES (UNHCR)

LAST WEEK, THE STATE DEPARTMENT CONTRIBUTED 15 MILLION TO

A: THE VICE PRESIDENT SPOKE TO THE PRESS AFTER 
YESTERDAY'S MEETING WITH PRESIDENT MANDELA. 

THE VICE PRESIDENT CONGRATULATED PRESIDENT MANDELA ON 
BEHALF OP PRESIDENT CLINTON AND THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

THE TWO LEADERS DISCUSSED THE SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 
CONFRONTING THE NEW SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT, SUCH AS HIGH

DISCUSS THE TRAGIC SITUATION IN RWANDA. 

THE US OBJECTIVES IN RWANDA CONTINUE TO BE: 

TO STOP THE KILLING, 

TO ACHIEVE A CEASE-FIRE, 

TO URGE A RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIATIONS AND 

TO PERMIT THE DELIVERY OF HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE. 

A NUMBER OF OPTIONS FOR HELPING THE PEOPLE OF RWANDA 
WERE DISCUSSED DURING THE VICE PRESIDENT'S MEETING. ALL 
THE OPTIONS INCLUDE THE RECOGNITION THAT HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE MUST GET TO ALL RKANDANS IN NEED. 

AFTER THE MEETING, THE VICE PRESIDENT INDICATED THAT HE 
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DID NOT WANT TO DISCUSS DETAILS OP THE VARIOUS OPTIONS 
UNTIL CONSULTATIONS WITH OTHER GOVERNMENTS AND

Q. PLEASE PROVIDE AN UPDATE ON FIGHTING IN RWANDA AND ON 
UN SECURITY COUNCIL ACTIONS, INCLUDING DETAILS OF REPORTED

AIRCRAFT. 

THE BELIEF ITEMS — 100,000 BLANKETS AND 10,000 ROLLS OF 
PLASTIC SHEETING ~ WILL BE FLOWN FROM TURKEY TO MWANZA IN 
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TANZANIA. UNHCR WILL DISTRIBUTE THE SUPPLIES TO THE 

REFUGEES. 

THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT HAS AGREED TO AIRLIFT TRUCKS FBXM

LAST WEEK, THE STATE DEPARTMENT CONTRIBOTED 15 MILLION TO
